Although the activities of some of the vessels are not readily avail- 
able, it is believed that all are in operational status. 2be majority 
have been located and are known to be assigned to conventional Soviet 
trade routes. 

Use greatest number of these vessels are normally active between Soviet 
far Sastern ports. About twelve are engaged primarily in Soviet anas and 
aid traffic to ijgypt, Syria, Iraq, and Indonesia. Others are engaged in 
carrying Soviet international trad®.
